For the first time Wrdneoday Dr. 
Dowle ordered reporters excluded and 
those who were seated at. the report- 
ers' table were ee'eortld io'the door at 
Dr. Dowle's orders to his guards to 
"Clear the tainted vlpors nut of here. 
Be careful how yon handle them, not 
to get any of their filth on you. Now

Hurry up. guards, the sight 
of them disgusts me. Don't waste 
any restoration talk on the liars. It 
is useless. They have sold their souls

A squad of In.spectors from the 
health department invaded Madison 
Square garden and ordered sweeping 
changes in the method of quartering 
the Zion guards and a part of the 
"hoet" of 4,000 there.

'third that number had secured admit- 
tance when at 8 o'clock Dowie ordered 
the doors closed. When the other 20,- 
000 found themselves shut out the 
wMfat dlfprder prevail^ and the po- 
iOO^ itrong. foT a time tittar 
ly unable to cope with the mad rush ot 
the crowd. Men and women were 
knocked down and traiiipUd on and 
many narrowly escaped death in the 
cmsh. 

Several times Inspector Walsh sent 
In calls for extra reserves and it was 
^ot until the meeting was suddenly ter- 
iXDinated by Dowie shortly after 9 
o'clock that anything COUld be doiie 
with the crowd. 

In the surging of the throng Orace 
,<li9orgt, who isas on her way to a the 
ater where she Is playing, was swept 
Utt her feet and trampled on and had 
jher clothing badly torn. She accused 
'^e police of handling her roughly. 

Mrs. William J. Buckley, of Newark, 
N. jr., was caught In the crush and fell 
fainting to. the street She was badly 
-bmleed. laspeeter WMirii, who wo 
>aear the woman when she fell, and 
Wi-ih the aid of IB ' policemen, res- 
CMd her and carried her to safety.

Boston, Oct. 22.— The new battleship 
Missouri Wednesday proved herself 
the queen of the seas for battleships 
9f her class in a apeed trial trip over 
the Cape Ann course with weather 
conditions ot a considerably handicap- 
ping nature. 

Steaming over a course of 33 nau 
tlcal miles and return the battleship 
made an average speed of 18.05 knots 
per hour, which with tidal corrections 
greatly in her fa^or, it is believed will 
advance it (b W'.22, a new world's rec 
ord for battleships. 

The first part of the run was made 
against a strong northwest bree«e 
which kept down the speed to 17.64 
knots, but coming back the conditions 
were more favdrable, and the 33 knots 
were covered in 1 hour and 47 minutes 
and 9 RecoBda, a Speed of 18.4S kaotv 
per hour. ^ 

The big battleship at one time at 
tained a speed of 18.76 knots per hour. 
The contract requirements call for 18 
knots and a margin was very gratify- 
ing, not only to the builders, the 
Newport News .Shipbuilding and Drv 
Dork Co., but to the government ofll 
clals on board. The best prevlojs rec- 
ord made by a battleahlp In the Mis- 
sourt*B Clasb Is that of the Maine, a 
sister ship, which was 17.98 per hour. 

The Missouri left her anchorapo In 
President's roads shortly after 8 Wed 
nesday morning and steamed down to 
Cape Ann, where the meaaorad oourae 
began. On the battleahlp was the na- 
val trial board, a number of naval offi- 
cers stationed in and near Bo.ston an 1 
guests of the company. The weather 
was clear, but a stiff quartering breeze 
blew from the northwest and roughed 
up the water considerably. 

On the northern leg 'the engine at- 
tained a speed of -121 revolutions a 
minute and the average for the edtlre 
trial was 117. 

At the conclusion of the speed test 
the Iflssouri was tested as to her 
steering ablUtiee. She described the 
figure 8 turning In from 8P to 26 sec- 
onds, with an angle of heel of about 
4 per cent. The usual sauiJiiinK, baclv. 
Ing and anchoring tests were then glv 
en, at the conclusion of which the vea- 
sel returned to Boston light and after 
landtBf her passengers ataitad for 
Newport News. ,

In 1892 he w^ cj^alrmaVi of the ladi 
ana .delegaMoB .to the national demo- 
cratle convention and a member of the 
committee on resolutions. From 1893 
to 18»7 he was United Statee consul 
at Paris.

General Payne Wednesday removed 
from office Michael W. Louis, superin- 
tendent of supplies ot the post offlce 
department; Louis Kempner. chief of 
the registry division of the third aa 
sistant postmaster genendt office, and 
C. B. Terry, a 1900 clerk In the post 
office department, and directed the 
postmaster at New Ywtk to remOTO 
Otto Weis, a clerk. 

These removals are the first result 
ot Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow's report on the Irregulari. 
ties in the post offlce department. In. 
formation of the contemplated dis- 
charges did not leak out at the depart, 
ment until after 4 o'clock. 

Following Is Postmaater Oeneral 
Payne'a official statement: 

"Michael W. Louis has been remov- 
ed from the office of superintendent 
of the division of supplies because the 
recent investigation shows that he In- 
fluenced the awarding of contracts tor 
supplias to flavored bittddrs; that he 
has been extravagant and waatefnl In 
the admlnlstfatlAn of hitf 'office; and 
that he has paid excessive prices tor 
supplies to favored contractors. 

"l/ouls Kempner, superintendent 
registry system, has been removed tor 
Incompetent and negligent administra- 
tion, for wasteful and reckless extrava- 
gance In sending expensive manifold 
registration books to a large number 
ot small fourth-class post offices, and 
for violating the revenue laws by a 
system of petty smuggling. 

"O. B. Terry, a clerk In the division 
of siipplles. has been removed for msk* 
ing fal.«o affidavits; attempting to ob- 
tain money from clerlis under the piil.'^Q 
that he could Influence their promo 
tion; and general Inefficiency." 

The postmaster general also stated 
that the postmaster at New York had 
been directed to remove Otto Weis, a 
clerk in the New Yorit post office, for 
collecting money from clerks to inflti 
ence legislation and to procure pro- 
motions. 

Terry Is from Indiana. He was tem* 
porary clerk In the poet office depart- 
ment and was afterward removed.

Masten, then chief clerk of the first 
assistant postmsster general, but now 
assistant superintendent of the rs|l« 
way mail service, because he had re- 
fused to give money to Masten for his 
retention and the president directed 
his re instatement. It Is understood 
that the Investigation failed to sub- 
stantiate Terry's charges and bis per- 
manent removal is the reeult of the 
failure.

Btead of raising revenue to pay the 
expenses of city and town Rovt rnnient

may authorize cities and towna to 
adopt a license system. All property, 
real apd personal. In cities and towns 
will oontfaue to pay state and county 
taxes as usual. N'o change whatever 
win be made In thia reaped, so that 
people who live In the country may 
vote for the amendment under the full 
assurance »hat it will In no way affect 
their taxea; except, the more tho 
cities and towna build up and prosper, 
tho lower the Uzaa on tha whole peo- 
ple win become.
